A FENCE BUILDER. 
Mr. J. P. Brown, 


of Rising Sun, Ind., was in the cityj yes- 
terday with an interesting 'machine <yhich 
he ha? invented and calls a "Kailway 
Fence Builder." It is a curious land yet 
simple contrivance, being made to uove 
along on its own wheels like a bicyeUj an^ 
is designed to build a picket fence directly 
upon the posts |u the field where it is to 
remain. Heavy wires are used instead of 
long bars,to which pickets arefasteued and 
the wires are arranged in parts. 
The 


pickets are thrust down between them and 
a turn of the handle of the machine twists 
the wi'res and holds the picket seeurelyin 
place.' The fence will last twenty-five 
years, and it is' claimed that it will with-* 
stand a strain of 6,975 pounds. A rod of 
the fence can be built in six minutes and 
it makes a very stiaight and ornamental 
structure. Mr. Brown has been sho|wing 
it at the Bay State Fair in Boston and sold 
so many that tl^e purchasers were unable 
to find enough i pickets in the market to 
',supply them. He is therefore here for the 
purpose of contracting with our lumber 
mercnants for pickets. , The Boston &
